TOP chef Mark Hix has 
reaffirmed his interest in 
opening a restaurant in the 
former Three Cups Hotel 
in Lyme Regis. 

But Mr Hix, who owns 
the popular Hix Fish and 
Oyster House in Lister 
Gardens, would only be in- 
tersted if accommodation 
rooms are included in the 
overall plan. 

The Three Cups has been 
closed for 20 years and has 
been the subject of a strong 
public campaign to get the 
owners, Bridport-based 
Palmers Brewery, to re¬ 
open the grade two listed 
building in Broad Street as 
an hotel.

Palmers commissioned a 
report by experts which 
concluded it would cost 
between £3 million and £4 
million to return the delap- 
idated building to an hotel. 

But the brewery have 
been working with West 
Dorset District Council, 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
and the Save The Three 
Cups group to find an al¬ 
ternative solution which 
would be aceptable to the 
community and be finan¬ 


cially viable for Palmers. 

Last week Palmers is¬ 
sued a statement outlining 
their intentions for the fu¬ 
ture of the iconic town 
centre building where 
Charlie Chaplin once 
stayed and which featured 
in the film of the “French 
Lieutennant’s Women”, 
written by John Fowles. 

They announced that an 
upmarket restaurant over¬ 
looking Lyme Bay, which 
they hope will attract a top

However, a spokesman 
for Palmers said that it was 
too early for actual discus¬ 
sions with any celebrity 
chef and no offers had 
been made yet. 

The initial plans also in¬

Palmers has spent the 
last few months consulting 
with town and district 
councillors, and members 
of the Save The Three 
Cups Action Group, who 
are keen to see the build¬ 
ing re-opened as an hotel.

LYME'S VERY OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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TANYA Bruce-Lockhart is an impresario of local 
festivals playing a major part in both the Beamin- 
ster Festival and the Bridport Literary Festival. 

Having moved to Dorset from the capital 12- 
years-ago Tanya didn't want to grow old grace¬ 
fully and became influential in the local cultural 
scene. 

Having spent a career in TV, working mainly on 
live shows and arts documentaries, Tanya was the 
perfect person to handle the pressure of organ¬ 
ising a yearly, event packed festival. 

In her time in television Tanya worked on "The 
Russell Harty Show" and "the South bank Show" 
with Melvyn Bragg, making vital contacts when 
it comes to bringing the biggest names to West 
Dorset. 


■ WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's 
Beaminster festival? 

I have the band of the Coldstream Guards coming down 
here and they are terrific. They were top of the classic 
FM charts for weeks with their album Heroes, which 
wasn’t just band music it was popular music as well so 
I’m really looking forward to having them here. Also the 
Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain who are terrific. They 
are wonderful musicians but they are also very funny. 
They did a prom last summer in the Royal Albert Hall. 
Also we have our family Ceilidh which is very impor¬ 
tant, people always associate Beaminster with the golden 
oldies but there is a huge youthful community here as 
well. 

■ WHO does the festival appeal to? 

I hope it appeals across the board. There are things like 
the celebrated conductor Sir Neville Marriner who is one 
of our patrons, he will appeal to the music connoisseurs. 
Then you have things like the Ceilidh, which is very 
much a family event and then we have music workshops 
for the primary schoolchildren. We also have the Armon- 
ico Consort coming down who are going into Beaminster 
Secondary School to do a musical in a day. 

■ WHAT will be new this year at the Bridport Liter¬ 
ary festival? 

Last year we had Alexander McCall Smith who was an 
amazing sell out and I have never seen so many people 
pouring into Bridport. This year I am trying to get Barry 
Humphries because he is bringing out a biography of 
Edna Everage and so he will hopefully talk as Barry 
about Edna as a sort of psychological profile. 

Hopefully Barry Humprhies will be the star this year. It’s 



still in the planning phase but we have got lots of different 
ingredients. 


■ WHAT have been your highlights in your time on 
the festivals? 

Every year there is a different quality, you think that was 
a good year and I’m not going to be able to do the same 
next time round. Sometimes it’s the most surprising 
things which turn out to be very popular. Last year there 
was a young man called Horatio Clare who did a travel 
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memoir about following the swallows from southern 
Africa back to northern Wales and he followed them by 
foot, by train and by air and managed to get home as they 
arrived. It was the most enchanting talk because it was a 
memoir, very much about him but also about this migra¬ 
tory journey. In terms of the musical things I always like 
the opening ceremony in the square because it brings 
everybody together. That’s what festivals should be about, 
you want to bring everybody together. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I’d have Jonathon Miller because he is a polymath and 
he can talk about almost anything and I feel an evening 
with him would be like doing a crash course at university. 
I could ask him anything and I’m sure he would answer 
me in a very accessible way. I’d also have Robert De Niro 
who I did a film with once as a filmmaker and ever since 
I’ve rather fancied him. The other person who is a great 
enthusiast is David Attenborough. 

■ WHO are the most interesting celebrities you've 
worked with? 

David Niven, who was delightful and charming and 
everything you’d expect him to be. David Bowie who is 
probably the most intelligent man of popular music I’ve 
had to interview and spend time with. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last book I read was “Three Cups of Tea” Greg 
Mortenson, the last CD I listened to was Nick Drake and 
the last film I watched was “The Ghost”. I think Pierce 
Brosnan was a little miscast as the Tony Blair character 
but it’s a good film and an arresting film but the book is 
much better, a real page turner.

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Parade WILL be open this summer 


LYME Regis Town Council has confirmed that the Ma¬ 
rine Parade will not be closed during the summer sea¬ 
son for work to begin on the shelters regeneration 
project, contrary to mmours that circulated the town last 
week. 

The first and major phase of restoring the Marine Pa¬ 
rade shelters is on track but is not due to begin until 
September, when the seafront will close, and its com¬ 
pletion is expected in June 2011. 

The council has selected C.S. Williams Ltd. of 
Taunton, which has operated in the South West for over 
60 years, as the main contractor for the project. 

Work will begin by demolishing the unsafe parts of 
the existing shelters, including the roof, columns and 
disused toilet blocks, leaving only the rear wall, dating 
back to 1900, and the historic central pavilion. This will 
be restored to its former elegance and used as an infor¬ 
mation and exhibition facility. 

The two covered areas either side of the pavilion will 
be rebuilt to provide enhanced seating areas and facili¬ 
ties for music, drama and arts performances, space for 
markets, community and charity events, and will incor¬ 
porate two retail units.

The basic structure for two community rooms above, 
a control room for festivals, and storage areas are also 
included in the first phase. 

Access between the Marine Parade and Langmoor Gar¬ 
dens above will be improved with a lift, new paved walk¬ 
ways at garden level, and modern glazed balustrading to 
meet current safety standards. 

The town council has ensured that sufficient funds will 
be made available for the first phase, whilst further ex¬ 
ternal funds are raised. The money will come from ear¬ 
marked council funds and the approved loan from West 
Dorset District Council, as well as external funding 
raised so far. 

The shelters fund has recently received an encouraging 
boost with the award of nearly £87,000 following a bid 
to “Chalk and Cheese”, a Dorset body allocating Euro¬ 
pean funding to encourage sustainable land and marine 
based enterprises. Their grant will contribute to the costs 
of creating the market area and restoring the central 
pavilion. 


The “Chalk and Cheese” award adds to the grants al¬ 
ready announced from West Dorset District Council, 
Dorset County Council, the Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site team and Natural England. 

Achieving the full scheme with all its facilities and 
functions is being phased to match available funds. 
The construction planning is flexible so that those el¬ 
ements held back can be incorporated as further 
money is found. 

The shelters team now has a target to raise a further 
£350,000 to build up the fund and complete the work 
remaining after this first phase, and fundraising aimed 
at grant-awarding bodies is continuing. 

Elements of the project that lend themselves to pri¬ 
vate local and corporate sponsorship have also been 
identified. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis said: “Within the next few 
weeks these elements will be publicised so that busi¬ 
nesses, organisations, townspeople and visitors have 
the opportunity to share in bringing to full fruition this 
project, which is so important to sustaining the town’s 
future as an appealing and popular seaside destina¬ 
tion.”

The yacht, named "Trade 
Winds", was nearly three miles south of Beer Head.

The lifeboat towed the craft back into Lyme Regis 
harbour.

now considering whether 
letting rooms could be in¬ 
cluded upstairs to provide 
accommodation to visi¬ 
tors, alongside private res¬ 
idential units, which 
Palmers claim are “essen¬ 
tial to fund the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound cost of 
developing the site”. 

Chairman of the Save the 
Three Cups Action Group, 
John Dover, said: “We are 
pleased to see that the con¬ 
sultation process will be¬ 
come public in the next 


few weeks. 

“The ‘mixed use’ pro¬ 
posals including a restau¬ 
rant, retail and residential 
units come as no surprise, 
but we are particularly in¬ 
terested to see that visitor 
accommodation is now 
being considered. 

“It seems apparent that 
these latest proposals will 
impact not only on the ex¬ 
isting Three Cups building 
but also will need to in¬ 
clude wider aspects of the 
site. This will need to be 
sympathetic to and respect 


the integrity and character 
of this important Grade II 
Listed asset. 

“We remain committed 
to the hotel option as we 
believe this to be the best 
option for Lyme Regis and 
have prospective buyers 
standing by.” 

The “mixed use” plan is 
just one of the proposals 
that Palmers has prepared 


and all ideas will be pre¬ 
sented to the public for 
comment and discussion in 
four to six weeks. 

John Palmer, managing 
director of Palmers Brew¬ 
ery, said: “We are commit¬ 
ted to revitalising this site. 
Our architects are working 
on several proposals which 
we want to discuss with 
the people of Lyme before 


deciding on a final scheme 
to submit for planning 
consent.” 

In an interview with the 
View from Lyme Regis Mr 
Hix (pictured) confirmed 
that he had discussed the 
possibility of his involve¬ 
ment in Palmers’ plans for 
the Three Cups with John 
Palmer.

Produced in an easy to 
read format, The Yellow 
Health Book was origi¬ 
nally developed jointly 
by Bournemouth People 
First and NHS 
Bournemouth and Poole. 

Dorset People First and 
NHS Dorset have been 
consulting with local 
people on this edition 
which allows people with 
learning disabilities to 
keep an accurate record 
of their health in an easy 
to understand format, at 
the same time providing 
comprehensive informa¬ 
tion for their carer or 
other health professional. 

Topics covered include 
an individual’s eating 
habits, best methods of 
communication, family 
history and immunisation 
records. 

Over the coming 
months, representatives 
of NHS Dorset will be 
touring the county to 
raise awareness of the 
book amongst local peo¬ 
ple.

Big plans for 
Charmouth hall 
go on display 

PLANS for the £69,000 revamp of Charmouth’s village 
hall went on public display for the first time since the 
project gained lottery funding earlier this year. 

The St Andrew’s Community Hall Committee heard 
this March their two-year campaign to gain a £50,508 
grant to renovate and update the hall had been success¬ 
ful. 

The committee, who have already secured £6,000, will 
now have to find a further £13,000 to add to the grant, 
which included the £508 toward revenue costs in the first 
year. 

Members of the committee met residents during the 
open day to explain the plans and raise money through a 
cream teas afternoon. 

Plans include extending the front of the building by four 
metres and building disabled toilets and extra storage 
space for the various community groups that use the fa¬ 
cility. 

Project Organiser for the Reaching Communities Proj¬ 
ect and committee member Trish Evans said: “At the mo¬ 
ment we have no disabled access to the front of the 
building for toilets. There is no accessible WC here at all 
and currently disabled people are excluded from there if 
they need toilet facilities. 

“All the people have been very pleased with this be¬ 
cause they know how much this building needs this fa¬ 
cility for them to come in and enjoy the groups and 
meetings we have here.” 

The group had previously been turned down for a grant 
after initially writing an outline proposal. The second suc¬ 
cessful application saw them put in the full application, 
and then a 45-minute telephone interview. 

Mrs Evans said the whole process included a lot of re¬ 
search took two years from the start to the time they were 
notified they had got the grant. 

Plans for the revamp have been approved and the com¬ 
mittee are just waiting for building regulations concerning 
the buildings structure to be rubber-stamped. 

Lyme mourns local musician 

LYME Regis is mourning the death after a long illness 
of John Perry, a well-known and respected local mu¬ 
sician and sportsman, who lived in Monmouth 
Street. 

Mr Perry was a former member of Lyme Regis Town 
Band and played in other musical groups and orches¬ 
tras, including Lyme Regis Operatic Society. 

He was also a member of Lyme Regis Football Club, 
being a talented goalkeeper in his younger days. 

He ran a successful dental technician business. 

He is survived by his wife, Anne, daughter Clare and 
three sons - Simon, Mark and Mathew. 

The funeral service will take place at St Michael's 
Parish Church tomorrow (Thursday) at 11.30 am. 


Historic Malt house comes back to life

THE recently restored Town Mill Malthouse in Lyme 
Regis was officially opened on Saturday afternoon. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Michaela 
Ellis, accompanied by her husband-consort Alan, had 
the honour of opening the historic building, which 
has been empty for about 60 years. 

In her speech she said the restored Malthouse was 
the result of “the very best co-operation” between the 
Town Mill, Lyme Regis Museum, the Marine The¬ 
atre, Lyme Regis Development Trust and Charmouth 
Heritage Centre, which have all worked toward open¬ 
ing the building. 

She then unveiled an old plaque, recovered from 
when the Malthouse was used as an electricity sub¬ 
station in the 1940s. 

The opening was attended by about 70 people, in¬ 
cluding town mill trustees and representatives from 
organisations that had helped fund the project. 

Guests enjoyed wine and Cobb Ale, which is 
brewed at the Town Mill’s micro-brewery, and a buf¬ 
fet provided by Axminster WI. 

The Malthouse is estimated to have been built in 
the late 1600s, when it was used for brewing beer. In 
1909 it was bought by the Lyme Regis Electric Light 
& Power Company, which provided electricity to the

town for the first time. 

A major fire at the Malthouse in 1947 meant that 
Lyme was forced to connect to the national grid and 
the building was taken over by the South Western 
Electricity Board. 

The South West of England Regional Development 
Agency (SWRDA) offered £200,000 to purchase and 
part restore the Malthouse, provided the Town Mill 
trustees raised 50 per cent. The trustees took on the 
challenge of raising the further £100,000 and are now 
only £10,000 from their target. 

The Malthouse is now available to book for a vari¬ 
ety of community and private events, and an office 
upstairs will be occupied by Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust. 

At the opening, chairman of the Town Mill trustees, 
Godfrey Thomas, said: “We are very excited about 
the building. We think it is going to be used for a 
wide range of things.” 

He added that the trustees were “incredibly grate¬ 
ful” to SWRDA and all the other donors, and would 
welcome donations toward the final £10,000.

Lifeboat men train in flood rescue

THREE members of the Lyme Regis RNLI lifeboat crew 
have recently returned from Wales after being trained to 
join a Flood Rescue Team to tackle major incidents in the 
UK or abroad. 

The three volunteers - Martin Croad, 30, Tim Edwards, 
33, and Elliott Herbert, 31, spent five days at a white 
water centre near Bala Lake in Snowdonia on a course to 
train them as what are known as Swift Water Rescue 
Technicians. 

They could now be called upon to join a team of 20 
RNLI crew members to tackle disasters such as that 
which struck Cockermouth in November last year. 

Martin, Tim and Elliott joined other crewmen from the 
south division of the RNLI on the course which dealt with 
issues such as river searching, body recovery, rope rig¬ 
ging, rescue from sunken cars, dams, waterfalls and 
weirs. 

The RNLI has three flood rescue teams each consisting 
of up to 20 members, and they rotate their state of readi¬ 
ness. 

At Cockermouth, along with other emergency services, 
they rescued 300 people using nine lifeboats which had 
been transported to the area. 

Each team has to be trained with an inshore lifeboat - 
such as the Lyme Regis vessel - and includes an HGV 
driver, fork lift driver, first aider, a paramedic or doctor 
and someone with previous experience in disaster relief. 

Tim Edwards, a helmsman with the Lyme Regis 
lifeboat, said: “We all found the course extremely tough, 
hard work, but good fun, and we learned a lot. 

“It was a real eye opener to see how much damage a rel¬ 
atively small amount of river water can do. 

“The conditions on the river were entirely different to 
the situations we find at sea. 

“The power of swift water in a river is just relentless.” 

Rob Fossett, Lifeboat Operations Manager in Lyme 
Regis, said: “All three of our crew members have re¬ 
turned with new and important skills. They have learned 
good team practices and I am delighted they did so well 
on the course.”

French hospitality'extraordinaire' 


Lyme Matters

Dateline: 

Normandy, Sunday, 
June 6th 2010 

THIS week’s edition of 
“Lyme Matters” comes 
to you from a a typical 
French cafe in the 
quaint Normandy vil¬ 
lage of Creully. 

There’s a few locals 
enjoying the late after¬ 
noon sun and an early 
evening drink outside 
the Saint-Martin hotel 
opposite. 

I have to admit 
there’s a certain 
‘Allo‘Allo quality 


about the scene. 

The street would 
have been very differ¬ 
ent 66 years ago today 
when Creully was one 
of the first Normandy 
villages to be liberated 
- by the Canadians 
from the east and the 
Royal Dragoon Guards, 
who came ashore on 
Gold beach, from the 
west. 

They may well have 
met right outside the 
cafe where I am writ¬ 
ing this column. 

Over the first crucial 
days following the Nor¬ 


mandy landings Creully 
played a vital role in com¬ 
munications as the Allied 
Forces embarked on the 
liberation of Northern 
Europe. 

The BBC set up their 
recording studios in the 
tower of the Chateau de 
Creully to report on the 
Battle for Normandy 

Churchill met Mont¬ 
gomery in Creully on D- 
Day plus seven to review 
the campaign. 

This is a village with se¬ 
rious modern history. 

Earlier in the day I was 
privileged to be among a 
few footballers from 
Lyme who placed a 
wreath at the war memo¬ 
rial of the 4th/7th Royal 
Dragoon Guards who lost 
87 men in the fight for 
Creully. 

The Lyme club has done 
so every year since the 
50th anniversary of D- 
Day when, on our bi-an¬ 
nual twinning visit to US 


Creully (the village foot¬ 
ball club), we were asked 
to do so by the Royal Dra¬ 
goon Guards Regimental 
Association (known at the 
Creully Club). 

Our wreath was laid 
with great dignity by our 
oldest member, 82 years- 
old Ted Bignall, former 
landlord at the Angel Inn. 

The Rattenbury broth¬ 
ers - Stephen, Brian and 
Stuart - stalwarts of this 
unique twinning arrange¬ 
ment - were present. US 
Creully were represented 
by Patrick Marie, a great 
friend of the Rattenburys 
and a regular visitor to 
Lyme over the years. 

After a weekend of cere¬ 
mony and great festivi¬ 
ties, I have just waved 
goodbye to the party from 
Lyme who travelled over 
in three mini-buses. They 
are catching the ferry 
back from Quisterham 
this evening. 

I travelled independ¬ 


ently and will fly back 
tomorrow from Paris 
and plan to spend the 
next couple of hours 
writing this column 
and reflecting on a 
weekend in which the 
French have etertained 
their English friends 
with usual gallic bon¬ 
homie and hospitality. 

I came out primarily 
because I wanted to be 
part of the 30th an¬ 
niversary celebrations, 
having enjoyed many 
visits to Creully over 
the years, although I 
am no longer one of the 
organisers, and also I 
wanted to report on 
this unique milestone 
in British and French 
grassroots football. 

My report with pho¬ 
tographs recording the 
occasion will appear in 
next week’s View from 
Lyme Regis. 

I was a member of the 
original party of Lyme 
players back in 1980 on 
the very first trip to 
Cruelly, organised by 
David Cozens MBE, 
who was our club man¬ 
ager, and captain 
Richard Austin. 

We were just a bunch 
of young blokes look¬ 
ing for a good time. We 
beat the French 8-0, al¬ 
though they improved 
greatly over the years,

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Jottings from the Potting Shed 



R elax! It's June. World Cup, Wimbledon, strawberries & cream, 
the longest day, warm barmy evenings, well let's hopes so. 
June is the month when relaxing should be high on the 
agenda. The rewards of your labour should by now be coming 
good.There's plenty of colour in the garden from red-hot pokers to 
roses, begonias to busy lizzies. Some of the early vegetables are fast 
becoming ready to harvest like first early potatoes and many salad 
crops. Keep up with the watering, feeding and weeding and do 
make sure you find time to just sit and enjoy your garden. 

BEDS & BORDERS 

Herbaceous plants will need to be supported as the new growth 
develops. Take a look at tree ties and loosen them if they appear 
tight and might restrict growth. Colour will start to develop soon 
with the recently planted bedding coming into flower. Put hanging 
baskets and tube in place if you have not already done so and scat¬ 
ter a few slug pellets on the surface of the soil, slugs and snails will 
congregate in the shade of the leaves. What have you done about 
feed for your baskets and tubs? If you didn't make any arrange¬ 
ments when planting them up, push 3 or 4'Osmocote Tablets' into 
the compost, these will feed them slowly for the whole summer. 
Don't forget that you can grow vegetables in the ornamental gar¬ 
den; carrots, spring onions, colourful lettuce and courgettes will all 
add additional interest and additional fresh produce to any bed or 
border. Keep an eye open for pests and diseases and spray at the 
first sign of attack. If you can't identify a particular problem then 
please feel free to bring some into the shop so we can help you put 
it right. Don't let weeds get a foot hold in the borders, cover bare 
areas of soil with chipped bark on top of a weed control fabrics, this 
will not only help prevent weeds from growing but also retain es¬ 
sential moisture in the soil. 

TOPCIALTIP

At this time of year deep-rooted weeds are at their most prolific.

Fol¬ 
low the instructions for use. 

THE GREENHOUSE 

Watering, feeding and pest control will be the main jobs this 
month. Water should be given freely as required during warm sells 
but the amount should be reduced if the weather becomes over¬ 
cast. Most plants will need feeding every 7 to 10 days.'Levington 


Tomorite', a high potash feed, will encourage larger, brighter flowers 
and higher yields and improved flavour with fruiting plants. Keep 
the greenhouse well ventilated to keep the temperature and hu¬ 
midity down. You may need to shade the greenhouse with either a 
flexible material shading or a paint on type. A guide to whether he 
greenhouse is getting too hot is if the leaves of your tomatoes are 
curling inward then you need to put up shading. Whitefly, greenfly 
and blackfly along with many other flying pests can be controlled 
effectively by using 'Greenhouse Fly Catcher'. They are yellow pan¬ 
els, sticky both sides, which you simply hang up in the greenhouse, 
pests are attracted to them where they get stuck fast. The panels 
will last pretty much all summer, as one square inch will catch hun¬ 
dreds of pests. Red spider mite can often be a problem in the green¬ 
house during the summer months. Tell tale signs of attack include 
a mottling of the leaves and you'll see a very fine webbing on the 
reverse of the leaf. Red spider mites hate moist, humid condition 
so a good hose down of the ground on a regular basis will go a long 
way to reducing the problem. 

TOPICAL TIP 

We must get asked ten times a day the question, 'What's the best 
way to keep cats off my garden?'Well, before you ask the answer is 
Growing Success'Cat Repellent'.

The days of cats soiling areas with have been prepared for sowing 
will be a thing of the past. 

ONTHE PLOT 

There is a lot to do in this area of the garden with both sowing 
and cropping in full swing. Seeds to be sown in June include car¬ 
rots, beans, peas, radish and lettuce. Vegetables sown earlier in the 
season like Brussels sprouts cauliflower and celery can be planted 
out now. Slugs and snails are the main enemy and will devastate 
crops at a rate of knots. Thinly scatter slug pellets to keep them in 
check. Another unwanted pest at this time of year are birds, partic¬ 
ularly around soft fruit like strawberries, cover with an anti-bird net¬ 
ting so you will get more of the crop. Fruit thinning tends to occur 
naturally with some varieties such as apples; however, you may 
have to thin by hand heavy crops like peaches, plums and gages. 
Do this in two stages, once in early June and again later in the 
month. The final fruit spacing should be about 8cm (3in) apart.

have two paramedics 
whereas a land ambu¬ 
lance has one driver and 
one paramedic. Both of 
us might have to work 
fairly hard with a criti¬ 
cally ill patient, so we 
don’t take two patients 
because it’s not fair. In 
the case of a road traffic 
accident where there is 
three or four people in 
each car that obviously 
delegates the ambu¬ 
lance service in the area 
because there is not an 
ambulance per person. 
So what we can do is 
shuttle round and take 
the critically ill person 
to hospital and go back 
for more.” 

Currently two pilots 
work on a rolling rota of 
five days on and five 
days off, but if both are 
on holiday a registered 
pilot is brought in for 
the day or week to fly 
the helicopter. 

One of the regular pi¬ 
lots, Phil Merritt, al¬ 
ways wanted to the job 
and previously spent 19 
years flying a number 
of different types of hel¬ 
icopters for the Royal 
Air Force. 

Then when he left the 
forces he thought of the 
possible jobs he might 
apply for, the role and 
operation of air ambu¬ 
lances seemed the most 
interesting and most 
suitable for him, given 
his previous experience. 

Now employed by 
Bond Air Services, he 
says he hasn’t looked 
back since starting the 


“immensely satisfying, 
challenging and enjoy¬ 
able” job. 

He explains the key 
role the helicopter plays 
is in allowing the serv¬ 
ice to take a patient 
from the scene of the in¬ 
cident to the most ap¬ 
propriate hospital very 
quickly. 

“This means that the 
patient will start to re¬ 
ceive the required de¬ 
finitive care sooner than 
might otherwise have 
been the case,” he said. 
“Their pain can be man¬ 
aged more quickly and 
specialist medical care 
provided which will 
allow a speedier recov¬ 
ery. 

“The speed of the hel¬ 
icopter can reduce the 
time that the patient is 
in pain and can, by 
bringing them to hospi¬ 
tal quickly, save lives. 

“This means that even 
in the most dire of situ¬ 
ations people are very 
pleased to see us and 
are appreciative of our 
assistance.” 

“It gives me great job 
satisfaction and pleas¬ 
ure in being able to help 
people who are hurt or 
unwell by bringing the 
medical experts to 
them.” 

The Air Ambulance 
will be celebrating their 
10th anniversary on 
Saturday, June 12th.

T HE Dorset and 
Somerset Air Am¬ 
bulance crew are 
resting on brown leather 
sofas, the kettle is start¬ 
ing to boil and the televi¬ 
sion is switched to a 
channel no one is really 
watching. 

Apart from their over¬ 
alls and the model heli¬ 
copters adorning the 
shelves the room looks 
like any other new-build 
studio flat - then the 
phone rings, and quickly 
the ordinary becomes the 
extraordinary. 

A homemade wall chart 
utilising a plastic toy hel¬ 
icopter and string is 
checked to see how far in 
time and nautical air 
miles the “job” is. The 
second paramedic gath¬ 
ers together a collection 
of cutting-edge emer¬ 
gency medical equip¬ 
ment; the pilot has 
already started the en¬ 
gines; the first para¬ 
medic, who took the call, 
is plotting the route to the 
accident. 

Aircrew Paramedic Jon 
Penny said: “When we 
get a shout to a job we 


get the basic details, type 
of incident and where it 
is by a six figure grid ref¬ 
erence. 

“The pilot and the first 
paramedic get to the hel¬ 
icopter. Then the second 
paramedic walks out to 
it, then we get a quick 
brief and the pilot goes 
through the pre-flight 
checks. This all takes 
about a minute. 

“The first paramedic 
becomes the flight navi¬ 
gator. At anyone time 
there is about five or six 
things going on as well 
as discussions on what’s 
happened, what hospital 
to go to and the treatment 
needed. 

“We re not always the 
first on scene. It’s not 
often we are there first so 
we talk directly to the 
land crews to make sure 
the landing is clear and 
they give us up-to-date 
reports on the patient 
which determines if the 
air ambulance lands. 

“We try to get as many 
up-dates as we can, the 
more critical the incident 
the more we get. If it’s on 
the coast or where there

isn’t anyone we might 
just get one call. So 
sometime we land and 
take it as we see it.” 

This happens three to 
four times a day on aver¬ 
age in Dorset and Somer¬ 
set Air Ambulance, 
however during the sum¬ 
mer months they can be 
called up to eight or nine 
times a day. Approxi¬ 
mately once or twice a 
month the charity run 
service for the people of 
Dorset and Somerset get 
a call to a really critical 
situation. It’s a service, 
which more often than 
not means the difference 
between someone surviv¬ 
ing that critical situation 
or dying. 

One pilot and two para¬ 
medics work every day 
and go out on all shouts 
during their morning to 
dusk shift. The helicopter 
cannot run past those 
hours due to the nature of 
the service, which is 
legally entitled to land

anywhere. The helicopter 
will often circle the land¬ 
ing spot a couple of times 
to “recce” the area to en¬ 
sure it is safe to land. Past 
dusk the possibility of 
hitting power-lines and 
other obstacles become a 
very real threat as visibil¬ 
ity decreases. 

“I was paramedic on 
the road and there are dif¬ 
ferent routes you can go 
such as become a Clini¬ 
cal Support Officer, or 
one of the options was to 
become an air crew para¬ 
medic,” said Jon, who 
has been a paramedic 
with the air ambulance 
for three years and nine 
years in total with the 
NHS. 

“I choose that because 
the air crew get a lot of 
exposure to the real jobs; 
quite regularly, we’re in¬ 
volved in an awful lot of 
trauma incident, and I 
thought that was the one 
for me. I love the job I 
do. The harder the job the 
more I get out of it.” 

On any given day the 
crew will attend anything 
from heart attacks to ex¬ 
plosions and road traffic 
accidents which is where 
the serious injuries occur 
and the air ambulance 
becomes a vital tool in 
saving the critically ill. 

Specialist hospitals 
save lives but the speed 
and access to victims af¬ 


forded by the air ambu¬ 
lance in transporting pa¬ 
tients to those hospitals, 
especially in coastal and 
road accidents, is key to 
the services 10 years of 
success. 

Jon explains many of 
the roads in the two 
counties are single vehi¬ 
cle width, so the helicop¬ 
ter benefits from its 
ability to “drop” into the 
field next to the road, 
whereas a road ambu¬ 
lance could be caught up 
in traffic, which slows it 
down. 

The charity provides 
the paramedics with 
everything they need, in¬ 
cluding training beyond 
that required by land 
based paramedics and 
cutting edge technology. 
One devise, the Intro Os- 
trius, was perfected dur¬ 
ing the middle-eastern 
conflict. 

Jon said: “We use these 
devises on critically ill 
patients when, more 
often than not the land 
crews cannot gain intra¬ 
venous access, because 
these are poorly people. 
The IO is a last ditch 
piece of equipment and 
something’s going really 
wrong if we need it. And 
that’s just one piece of 
equipment, we’ve got 
lots. 

“The good thing with 
the air ambulance is we

The History Of Nap¬ 
per's Mite 

The Napper, or Napier 
Mite Alms Houses in 
Dorchester's South Street 
was established by Sir 
Robert Napier of Middle- 
marsh in 1615. Built to 
house "ten aged men" 
after a town fire in which 
300 houses were de¬ 
stroyed, it was one of 
many charitable founda¬ 
tions established soon 
after the great fire of 
Dorchester in 1613. The 
fire was said to have been 
seen as a scourge sent 
from God to chastise the 
uncharitable population. 
His grandson, Gerard 
Napier, completed the 
building. Sir Robert Napier 
was a member of a Scot¬ 
tish family who became 
the Barons of Murchison 
which is now a suburb of 
Edinburgh. Crichel in 
North Dorset remains the 
home of the descendants 
of the Napiers. Napper's 
Mite passed through the 
Napier family to Napier 
George Sturt who would 
become the Third Baron 
Alington.

ALTHOUGH Neil Finn is undoubtedly one of the southern hemisphere's 
greatest songwriters, somehow his music has remained somewhat inessen¬ 
tial. 

Many of his loyal band of followers would disagree, but regardless of the 
quality of songs Neil's recorded with Split Enz, solo, with his brother Tim, 
and - of course - Crowded House, for some unknown reason he's not men¬ 
tioned in the same breath as other songwriters to which he is clearly equal. 
Is this some sort of prejudice towards Antipodean singer-songwriters? Who 
knows? But surely it's time to reevaluate Mr Finn. 

Crowded House were in the West Country last week for shows in Plymouth 
and Bristol, and I caught the band down at the Pavilions. The evening's set 
list was a mixture of old and new (with plenty of tracks from the yet to be 
released Intriguer ) which the crowd lapped up. 

There was the usual problem of an all-seated crowd taking a while to get 
into the spirit of things, but by the end of the night the audience was on its 
feet and the atmosphere was one of celebration. 

This was in marked contrast to the last time the band toured, when they 
were still in mourning for their original drummer Paul Hester, as some shows 
were rather subdued affairs. But the Crowdies are back, and this time - going 
on the sound of the new songs and the feel of their concert - ready to party! 

Neil (an underrated frontman as well as a songwriter) regaled the crowd, 
particularly with his story on how bass player Nick Seymour was lost on his 
bike, miles from the arena, shortly before the gig! This resulted in one of the 
roadies bringing on Nick's bike so he could do a few laps around the stage 
as penance. 

Whereas the band's last record began as a Neil Finn solo album and mor¬ 
phed into a new Crowdies disc, the new LP has been a group effort from 
the start. It sounds more than promising. 

Neil's career got going in the late 1970s when he replaced Phil Judd in his 
brother Tim Finn's band. Split Enz, writing such hits as 'One Step Ahead', 
History Never Repeats', 'I Got You' and 'Message To My Girl'. 

When the band split up in the mid-1980s, Neil took the group's final drum¬ 
mer, Paul Hester, and formed a new band. After recruiting Nick Seymour on 
bass (and a brief dalliance with Craig Hooper on guitar) Crowded House 
was born. 

After two albums - their self-titled debut and Temple Of Low Men - Neil 
shook things up by bringing his brother Tim into the band for the hugely 
successful Woodface. The record spawned such hits as 'Weather With You', 
'It's Only Natural' and 'Fall At Your Feet' but Tim's presence in the band 
caused tensions and he he left the group in late 1991. 

The band re-grouped in 1993 for one more record, Together Alone, with 
session keyboard player Mark Hart now installed as a full-time member of 
the band. There were plenty of hits -'Pineapple Head', 'Locked Out','Private 
Universe' and 'Distant Sun 1 - but it wasn't too long before things began to 
fall apart. Drummer Paul Hester quit midway through a tour in 1994 and, 
once the dates were completed, Neil reconnected with brother Tim to 
record the album Finn. 

Neil confirmed the end of Crowded House at a press conference in June 
1996, but the band managed to go out in style. They came together - re¬ 
united with both Tim Finn and Paul Hester - for a celebratory gig on the 
steps of Sydney Opera House that November. 

Post-Crowdies, Neil released two solo albums - Try Whistling This (1998) 
and One Nil (2001) - and a second album - Everyone Is Here (2004) - with his 
brother. In 2001, Neil also organised the 7 Worlds Collide musical project, 
where he collaborated with members of Radiohead, The Smiths and Pearl 
Jam on a series of live shows in New Zealand (the supergroup would later 
reunite for a studio album, released last year). 

But tragedy struck in March 2005 when drummer Paul Hester committed 
suicide. This led to the remaining members of Crowded House re-connect¬ 
ing and, by the summer of 2007, the band - now joined by drummer Matt 
Sherrod - had released new album Time On Earth. 

Hopefully this incarnation of the band will stick together for a few more 
years. The sixth Crowded House album, Intriguer, is released next Monday 

(June14th) - by James Coles 



Poetry for 
Pleasure 

by Frank McEarry 

AS we approach Father's Day it is a good time to share 
with you this poem by Yehuda Amichai, an Israeli poet 
who died ten years ago. It has been translated from the 
original Hebrew by Azila Talit Reisenberger. 

My Father 

The memory of my father is wrapped up in 
white paper, like sandwiches taken for a day at work. 

Just as a magician takes towers and rabbits 
out of his hat, he drew love from his small body, 

and the rivers of his hands 
overflowed with good deeds. 

We all know the words to that old music hall song 'I'm 
following in father's footsteps, following my dear old 
dad.' Well Seamus Heaney did that quite literally, as he 
explains in this lyric poem. 

Follower 

My father worked with a horse-plough, 

His shoulders globed like a full sail strung 
Between the shafts and the furrow. 

The horses strained at his clicking tongue. 

An expert. He would set the wing 
And fir the bright steel-pointed sock. 

The sod rolled over without breaking. 

At the headrig, with a single pluck 

Of reins, the sweating team turned round 
And back into the land. His eye 
Narrowed and angled at the ground, 

Mapping the furrow exactly. 

I stumbled in his hobnailed wake, 

Fell sometimes on the polished sod; 
Sometimes he rode me on his back 
Dipping and rising to his plod. 

I wanted to grow up and plough, 

To close one eye, stiffen my arm. 

All I ever did was follow 
In his broad shadow round the farm. 

I was a nuisance, tripping, falling, 

Yapping always. But today 
It is my father who keeps stumbling 
Behind me, and will not go away. 

The Pulitzer Prize-winning American poet, Marianne 
Moore (1887-1972) wrote this unusual poem about her 
father, an engineer and inventor. What makes the verse 
a little mysterious is the fact that she never met him. He 
had been committed to a mental hospital before she 
was born and died when Marianne was only seven. As 
most of the words are attributed to her father, John Mil- 
ton Moore, he appears to have written more of the 
poem than the daughter he never got to know. 

Silence 

My father used to say, 

"Superior people never make long visits, 
have to be shown Longfellow's grave 
or the glass flowers at Harvard. 

Self-reliant like the cat- 
that takes its prey to privacy, 
the mouse's limp tail 
hanging like a shoelace from its mouth- 
they sometimes enjoy solitude, 
and can be robbed of speech 
by speech which has delighted them. 

The deepest feeling always shows itself in silence; 
not in silence, but restraint." 

Nor was he insincere in saying, 

"Make my house your inn." 

Inns are not residences. 

If you ever visit Cambridge, Massachusetts you will be 
able see the Glass Flowers collection (all made in Ger¬ 
many, near Dresden) in the Harvard Museum of Natural 
History.

Purcell students in 
Whitchurch Canonicorum 

BEFORE John Bain retired as Headmaster of the Purcell School he and his wife Cynthia 
often brought groups of their pupils to spend a weekend making music at their home 
in Whitchurch Canonicorum. Many of these pupils were from various parts of the 
world and enjoyed a relaxed weekend in the glorious Dorset countryside and on the 
beaches nearby, as well as giving evenings of music in the village hall and the church. 
After retirement, and missing the buzz of live music being performed all around them 
by the young, John and Cynthia were telephoned by a former pupil who was studying 
at the Royal Academy of Music and needed to run through her programme for a 
major competition. Word got around many former Purcellians at the colleges that 
this was a good opportunity to try out performances for future London concerts, 
exams and competitions, and the local West Dorset audience enjoyed the experience 
of having such a high standard of performance in their village. 

The Bains were delighted to maintain contact with their former pupils and enjoyed 
having their home full of music on concert weekends. Thus the Whitchurch Purcellian 
Concerts were launched. Eleven years later, each summer they welcome chamber 
groups, duos and soloists which, although predominantly former pupils of the Purcell 
School, have also included their college friends and accompanists. It is still a thrill to 
have a Wigmore Hall run-through in the church a week or so before the real thing. 

In that time, many past pupils have gone on to have international careers, but still 
enjoy coming back to Whitchurch to play and to enjoy the fine acoustic quality of 
the historic church of StCandida and Holy Cross. The Whitchurch PCC generously ac¬ 
quired for the church a brand new Kawai RX3C grand piano in memory of the late 
Hazel Thurston, a music-loving benefactor. The new instrument is an inspiration to 
the Purcellian pianists. 

On Saturday, June 19th, the Whitchurch Purcellians will host a concert by current 
pupils of the Purcell School at St Candida and Holy Cross church, Whitchurch Canon¬ 
icorum. John Bain said,"We don’t know yet who is coming but they had fantastic suc¬ 
cess in BBC Young Musician this year, with 2 of the 3 finalists. Lara won, and Emma, 
the flautist came down to Whitchurch with the school last October. It’s also the 30th 
anniversary of the Government's Music and Dance Scheme, which provides funding 
at the schools for these musicians."

IN AN otherwise disappointing week, 
Cullahill raised Bob Buckler's spirits 
when he romped home at Worcester 
in the Anne Sims Special Birthday Cel¬ 
ebration Beginners' Chase over 2 miles 
7 furlongs on Saturday.
